OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WAMINOTON, D. C., Feb. 26, 1880. 
The Democratic party still maintain 


their defensive and timid attitude in 
nation*! politics.

CONKLING'S SPEECH. 


The New York Herald of February 


26th has jnst come to hand, containing 
a full account of the proceedings of the 
New York Republican Convention. It 
reports Senator Conkling's speech as 
follows: 


MB. PBKMDBNT—I would, now and 


always, when honored with a seat in a 
Republican convention, that I might 
cast a vote on every question agreeing 
with every other member of the Conven- 
tion. I would hardly hope, in any case, 
that I might cast a vote satisfactory to 
those who attend in the galleries of con- 
ventions and attending as outsiders of 
conventions — sometimes 
to impress 


upon the members the idea that the con- 
victions expressed by clamor and ap- 
plause are the convictions of Republi- 
can constituents. But, Mr. President, 
I cannot vote with the gentlemen from 
Westchester and New York. I cannot 
voto with any man who proposes now 
to fritter away and squander, in the 
presence of a great fmeigency, the) im- 
perial and overtopping influence of the 
great State of New York. The election 
before us, fellow Republicans, is destin- 
ed to be memorable when yon and I 
may be forgotten—memorable for tho 
desperation of tuc contest—not only be- 
fore the people have decided it, but I 
fear afterwards aKo. It is the last elec- 
tion to occur under a census which 
gives unhallowed and unlawful power to 
the South. I say undue and unlawful 
powei, because every color"d pel son IB 
counted to swell representation, and yet 
tho colored vote is tram pit d out and ig- 
nored. (Applause.) This arrangement 
gives to the Southern States butfoitj- 
seven electoral votes less than a major- 
ity. A new count is about to take place, 
a new apportionment is to be made— 
fairly made. 


A NSW APPOUTIONMKNT. 


Tho sceptre willbetikon away from 


the States lately m rebellion, and will 
pass to the North and to tbe West. But 
with a Democratic President next tima 
and n Democratic Congress to make all 
these adjustments you will have nn ap- 
portionment under which the Republi- 
can party may not carry this country 
again for ten or twenty years. More- 
over, a close result, however clear, may 
lead to a disputed electoral count and 
open the door to a tram of evils which 
no prophet ean foretell.
